speech delivered recently tit Bntb, declared 
that the Transvaal question was far from 
complicated. 
The war, be said, was the 


natural and inevitable result 
of a de- 


termined effort on the part of the Boers 
"lo put back the hands of the clock," and 
then the speaker; proceeded to draw a 
pai-|il!el of direct and contemporaneous in- 
terest to Americans. "The Boers," he re- 
marked, "have this in coinmon with the 
Mormons—they are a peaceful and indus- 
trious population who moved into a mole 
solitary part of the world in order thai 
they mignt enjoy their own existence in 
their owu way without coming in contact 
with the outer world. You take it quite 
wrongly if yon think I allude in this way 
to the Mormons through any want of re- 
spect- for the Boers, but their motives 
were tbe same. They wan ted to get away 
from contact with other-civilization,-and 
the Mormons made- a prodigious trc-k, 
quite as great as that made by tho Boers, 
passed throngb hardships almost unpar- 
alleled, ami reached that territory 
where 


tney bopeu to enjoy themselves in peace. 
But thy Mormons were soon driven out hy 
the march of civilization. And in tho 
same way I contend that it was wholly 
impossible in this condition o! the world's 
affairs that the Boersshould seclude them- 
selves also. The course of events—the 
finger of Providence if you will—makes it 
altogether 
impossible." This, 
thonch 


striking enough in its way, is not nov- 


[, and it illustrates the danger ot going 
ir abroad for a similitude. People in 
his'country are far from being as sure as 
,ovd ' Rosebery seems to be that the Mor- 
uous -were "soon driven out,", and a good 
lany of us more than suspect .that not 
veu ve& has the driving been -is success- 
ui as" might be desired. Still, ths ,Boers 
are like the Mormons in the incompatibili- 
,y of their ideas and aspirations with the 
n'ccessarv conditions 
of modern life.—
